W ashington, Nor. 8.—The monetary 
commission is iteeiviag iii answer to its 
invitation many interesting propositions 
for reform of the banking and currency 
systems of the country, and among these 
is one horn John C. Billitt which is 
highly indorsed by financial authorities 
a ndTlk^l commanded great attention and 
sth d y ^ M r. B ullitt’s plan is as follows: 
AB of the outstanding currency obli­ 
gations, amounting to about $800,00©,* 
OOO, to be taken ap and cancelled, being 
replaced according to business exigen­ 
cies {under the direction of a currency 
hoard composed of the president, secre­ 
tary of the treasury and controller of 
the currency) by 8 per cent bonds. 
There is to he bot one kind of cur­ 
rency, namely, national bank notes re­ 
deem al 
IU guld at the bauk of issue 
and a selected bank of reserve and these 
notes are to be issued gradually to re­ 
place United States obligations as t he 
latter are retired. 
These notes are to be 
secured by a deposit of 15 per cont of 
gold in the treasury, by 15 per cent gold 
in the bank vault* and by a first lieu 
upon all of the banks assets, a* well as 
by a special provision giving the govern­ 
ment the right to assess all national 
banks w hen needed to make good the 
notes of a defaulting bauk, the notes of 
which would then be redeemed by the 
government. 
A tax is to bi' laid oj>in 
the banks to cover the expenses of the 
currency board and the balance held to 
secure redemption of uotes in gold, bat 
if this exceeds $10,000,000 the su rp lu s 
may be covered into the treasury to pay 
interest on L tilted states bonds and for 
general purposes. 
This tax sliould be one half of one per 
cent, or one per cent per annum, as the 
commission shall elect. 
Power should be given to banks, nu­ 
der permission from the currency board, 
to increase the note issue when demand 
caused by unusual financial emergencies, 
such increase to be subject to a tax t to 
be determined from time to time by the 
currency board) upon the notes while in 
circulation; the tax upon the notes to be 
at a rate which w ould put a pressure up­ 
on the banks to take up the notes when 
the emergency has passed. 
Silver and subsidiary a ms should be 
redeemed in gold by the United States 
government when demanded. ^ Ihe.se 
amount to about $100,000,000. 
No note 
should be issued for less than five dol­ 
lars. 
National banks should be constrained 
to exchange notes now out for new is- 
issue by s.urrendering uotes as they re­ 
ceive them. 
Customs duties aud taxes of all kinds 
due the government should be livable 
one-third in gold and two-thirds in kink 
notea 
This is necessary to supply the 
government with the gobi required by 
it to pay interest upon its bonds, redeem 
silver, and for other purposes. 
The legal tender quality of goldarn! 
silver should remain as now provided by 
law. and they slionld lie Hie only legal 
tender except to the extent of two*thirds 
of customs duties and taxes due the gov­ 
ernment which should be payable in 
bank notes, as ak»ve stated. 
Confer upon the currency board power 
to regulate the issue of kink notes from 
time to time in lieu of the government 
currency'retired, and to authorise new 
kinks and branch banks to be establish­ 
ed when and where and w ith such 
amounts of capital as the board may 
deem it proper aud expedient, with 
power also to increase tne amount of 
note issue by the banks required for the 
normal conditions of business as the 
country shall grow in population aud in 
business expansion. 
As banking capital may l»e increased 
by creation of new banks, the currency 
hoard should Lave power to adjust tho 
note issue, whether normal or extraor­ 
dinary, between the new aud old banks 
—no distinction being drawn between 
them. 
The IS per cent gold upon the note is­ 
sue deposited in government treasury 
and the 15 per cent kept in the bauk 
vaults should bo counted as part of 25 
per cent reserve on deposit in national 
banks. 
, 
The system of clearinghouse certifi­ 
cates adopted by the banks in the large 
cities in times of peace should be legal­ 
ised. They have proved to be most salu­ 
tary, wad there, eau be no better #vi- 


deuce or the need of such a system than 
the fact that it has been established by 
voluntary consent in times of panic,

W ith Uncle Barn. 


New Y ork, Nov. 8.—Captain W ill­ 
iam Wyndham, who has been trans­ 
ferred as British consul at Chicago after 
three years’ service in a similar capacity 
at Barcelona, Spam, was a passenger on 
the La Bretagne which arrived from 
Havre late yesterday. 
He said: 
“The feeling in Spain against the 
United States is one of great bitterness. 
There have been no demonstrations in 
Barcelona or thereabouts within the last 
year against the United States and the 
Spanish government is taking care that 
there shall be none. 
The bitterness, 
however, is very marked, particularly in 
Barcelona. 
Before the Cuban war Bar­ 
celona, one of the great m anufacturing 
centers of Spain, prospered chiefly in its 
trade with Cuba and Manila. 
“ The war in Cuba and the Philippine 
islands has cut off this trade. Barcelona 
bas lost the best and most lucrative 
market she enjoyed. Only one-third of 
the men hitherto employed in her fac- 
ories are now working aud they on re­ 
duced time. 
All over the m anufactur­ 
ing centers of Spain there is similar 
commercial prostration. 
The Spanish 
cannot understand why the 
United 
States, a friendly nation, should allow 
so many filibustering expeditious to get 
away safely to Cat®. 
That fact makes 
them additionally bitter. 
“ When I left Spain there were no 
symptoms of anger against the late min­ 
ister of the United States to that coun­ 
try, Hannis Taylor. 
The Spanish were 
too much absorbed in what General 
Woodford, ybur new minister, might 
say aud d a 
I heard no talk there of 
war with the United States. 
Spain has 
not the money to wage a war with you. 
As for the reported prospective uprising 
of the Carlists, I do not think there is 
much danger of that now 
The Car­ 
list* would not stand much of a chance 
of gain as things are now governed in 
Spain.”

and then cut his throat. M rs Nack and 
Thorn thou dismembered the body, cast­ 
ing a portion into the river, carried an­ 
other portion to tho woo ls and hid it 
and the head was disposed of in some 
other manner, but it has never been 
found. That portion of tile body thrown 
into the river was brought to the stir 
face by the tide, aud this led to the dw 
covery of the crime and the arrest of tim

An agent of the Chinese Six compa­ 
nies was in Chicago last week and made 
a contract with the General W ilming­ 
ton Coal company to deliver the 800 
Chinamen at the mines of the W ilming­ 
ton-Br. lid wood district. 
The first con­ 
signment of 200 will arrive tomorrow 
aud the others will be on hand as soon 
provisions can be made to take care of 
them.

1,000 Chinese miners have been made 
conditional on the success of the first 
venture.

The Italian method of prefixing an a 
to a word to give it a damaging signifi­ 
cance can bt? employed w ith good effect 
In christening that wayward aud de­ 
generate offspring of English known as 
slang. 
In its present state slanguage 
has attained to snob a luxurious com­ 
pleteness that it warrants serious treat­ 
ment. 
So copious and comprehensive 
hits it become that there is hardly a hu­ 
man want, feeling or emotion of tho 
heart that cannot be translated into the 
vernacular of tho bootblack. 
In study­ 
ing the philosophy of slang the first 
natural query is, How and why did it 
originate? To the first question one 
m ight give, with certain modifications, 
the same answer that would be given to 
the question, Why do people sw« ar’ 
The human animal, like a locomotive 
seems to require escapo valves for occa 
sinus when there is too much steam in 
the boiler. 
When a man is overflowing 
w ith admiration, anger or wonder, the 
ordinary adjectives clo not (or he thinks 
they do not) meet the emergency. They 
do not relieve his pent up fullness any 
more than a sip from a dewdrop would 
quench a man’s thirst. Tho natural map 
and the natural woman sometimes find 
relief under strong emotion in explosive 
utterances. 
In the case of anger the es 
cape valve expletive is an oath unless 
the man in question happens to be a 
gentleman and sometimes, though very 
rarely, when he is. 
It w ill thus be seen that slang, being 
of emotional ancestry, is a first cousii 
to the oath, and both are used by those 
who mentally resemble the man whose 
use of intoxicating drinks has made bibi 
forget or underestimate the attractions 
of pure water. 
Slang, in sooth, is a 
whisky distillation of language. 
It is 
so strong that it may be taken only very 
rarely with impunity, and herein lie 
the chief danger in its use. 
Not only 
does the slanguist find ordinary English 
tame, but he ends in not being able to 
find any English at all. 
Another fatal characteristic of slang 
is the very one which at first secures its 
adoption—namely, its pungency. 
Th* 
same law that makes quiet colors and 
shades wear well in the world of fabrics 
bas its counterpart in the world of 
speech. We tire very speedily of a start­ 
ling costume, in high colors, and just 
as speedily do we tire of slang, which 
is startling, high colored speech. 
S till another reason why slang can 
never gain a permanent foothold in the 
language is its titter lack of dignity. 
No subject eau be seriously treated in 
slanguage. Its sole function is to tickle 
by its patness or its groh*a#q\i<mege. 
It 
ref!, cts a fugitive iridescence upon cur 
rent wit and humor, as like the bub­ 
ble catches prisnjastic colors, but, like 
the bubble, it vanishes even w hile you 
behold it. 
Naturally there are slang 
phrases of all degrees of goodness ami 
badness, ranging from the word which 
is only a slight remove from a forcible 
but 
perfectly decorous adjective 
to 
slang of the m osttlaring, deep dyed or­ 
der. 
At one end *ef the scale, for in­ 
stance, one might place “ fetching” and 
at the o l vt eud its superlative “ rum .” 
Again, the injunction “ play b all” is 
gentle and seemly, iii comparison’ with 
the brusque command “ get am ovoon.” 
Along certain lines the slanguist seems 
to revel in extravagant synonyms aud 
antonyms, especially in those express­ 
ing some infirmity in the upper story. 
The man who has “ w heels” is also 
popularly known as “ nutty, ” “ cracked” 
or “ off his trolley.” Again, if he comes 
from the country, he is “ cora raised,” 
has “ seed in his hair,” or his “ face 
doesn’t tit him .” 
“ G all,” “ nerve,” 
“ cheek,” “ sand,” “ brass ’ aud “ face” 
are also nearly synonymous terms for 
qualities whoso universality has made 
them a target for popular satire. Equally 
prolific is the slanguist 
in coining 
terms 
for 
money. 
“ D ust,” 
“ tin ,” 
“ sand,” “ rocks,” “ chink” aud “ spon­ 
dulicks” are only a few of tho words 
that translate “ filthy lucer. ” 
Two of the slang phrases now in 
gallingly frequent use are, 
“ That’s 
right,” and “ That won’t cut much 
ice.” The latter, it must be ooh fessed, 
has certain cool figurative qualities 
which give it a sa iug color of grace 
But most of these phrases rely chiefly 
upon their condensed expressiveness, 
which is the trademark of their Amer­ 
ican manufacture. 
They are but one of 
tho mony devices of the masses to com­ 
pass a crosscut aud avoid circumlocu­ 
tions* 
Thus “ snap” and “ cinch” are 
time economy for a moneyed sinecure 
and an assured competence. 
One of tho surest tests of the rapid 
mortality of slang is tho extremely pain­ 
ful sensation produced by hearing anti­ 
quated slang phrases used—aud there 
are always people who are two or 
three or ten years behind in their use 
of such phrase#. When other people are 
saying “ N ot on your tintype,” 
the 
user of mildewed slang feebly ejac­ 
ulates “ I should sm ile,” The piquancy 
and patness of certain phrases make it 
liard to declare that slang has no legit! 
mate use. 
But cerrero mg its misuse, 
there can hardly be two opinions among 
people whose opinions are worth any­ 
thing. 
A careful study of the qualities 
crf men and women who habitually in- 
terf^rd their remarks with slang w ill 
furnish anybody w ith a world of con­ 
vincing conclusions in favor of pure 
English.—4Jritic.

Row Grant Saved Two Nations From War, 
Hon. John Russell Young, a forme* 
United States minister to China, re­ 
gards General Grant’s part in arranging 
treaty of peace between Chi nu aud 
Japan as ono of tho shining achieve­ 
ments of his career. Writing of “ When 
Grant Went Round the World” in The 
Ladies’ Home Journal, Mr Young says 
Prince Kung, then a sort of regent for 
China, in his conversations at Peking 
with General Grant, talked with ear­ 
nestness upon the relations between Chi 
na and Japan. This led to a message 
from the prince to the mikado, an ex­ 
traordinary incident little known in the 
histories, and tbe whole business in 
time to be so managed by the general 
that war between the two nations was 
postponed. “ At Nikko, Japan, General 
Grant met the Japanese ministers, who 
came by the mikado's command, to dis­ 
cuss with him the message he had 
brought from Prince Kung and Li Hung 
Chang. Count Ito, secretary of th© in­ 
terior; Count Faigo, the minister of 
war; Coom Inouye, foreign minister, 
and Mr. Yosliida, the Japanese envoy 
to Washington, composed the embassy. 
They sat in a little temple (the after­

The birds 
build little fairylike cabins on the 
ground, but the peoplo construct their 
houses in the top of the tallest forest 
trees. First a native, having climbed 
the great trunk of the teak or cedar or 
oak tree he has selected, begins by cut­ 
ting off som<> of the branches the right 
length to support a platform cit bamboo 
on which iiis house is to rest. 
You 
would wonder how he could do anything 
with the tools he uses if you should see 
them. Ho has no saw or steel edged ax. 
but only a sort of tomahawk made of 
stone and knives of bono or hard wood. 
When, however, he has in semi* way 
managed to get tho limbs of his tree so 
cut and fashioned as to support his 
bouw', his lull dost work is done. 
The house itself is soon built and is 
made of bamboo strips and thatched 
with palm loaves.

Tile house is reached from the ground 
ny a long ladder or inclined plane, made 
of woven vinca In ease an enemy ap­ 
pears the knitter is drawn up, and the 
man and his family and tile pig are safe 
within the house. Tbe elevation not 
only secures the household from wild 
beasts aud from the ants that roam the 
country, seeking what they may devour, 
but also from disease germs, which, tike 
those of yellow’ fever, do not rise above 
% 
certain level. Tbe breeze, too, rock* 
the house gently, like a cradle, aud sets 
the fresh air ipto circulation, making ii 
delightfully refresbiug after the sultry 
heats below. 
If you should climb the iong ladder 
aud peep iu at the door, you w ill find 
the family, perhaps, all asleep or sitting 
about the floor eating yam*, cocoanut* 
and bananas, and sharing them xxi th 
their pet pigs, parrots or poultry. You 
will find there no pictures, toys or play­ 
things, such as even the poorest children 
among us possess; no music, and ne 
books, no furniture in the mom, not 
even a bed and no mats on the floor.

W ashington, Nov. S.—The monetary 
commission ie rcceivmg iu answer to its 
invitation many interesting propositions 
for reform of the bauk tug and currency 
ay stent..* of the country, and among these 
is 0 1 * 0 from John C. RiUitt which is 
highly itifdoreed by financial authorities 
and Ittiis ..vanman doff great attention aud 
stu.ii?.' IM r. Bullitt's plan is as follows: 
All of the outstanding currency obi!* 
gntion*, amounting to about $800,000,- 
OOO, to be taken up and cancelled, being 
replaced according to burin©## oxigeu- 
oiert (under the dire-ctiou of a currency 
board com poed of Hie president, secre­ 
tary of the treasury and controller of 
the currency 1 by 8 per cent bonds. 
There is to be but one kind of mr* 
reucy, namely, national bank notes re­ 
deemable in gold at the bauk of issue 
and a aelected bank of reserve and these 
Dotes are to be issued gradually to re­ 
place United State# obligations as the 
latter are retired. 
Theft© note*- are to be 
secured by a deposit of 15 jrer cent of 
gold in the treasury. by 15 per cent gold 
in the bank vaults and by a first lien 
upon all of the bauk* assets, as well as 
by a special provision giving th© govern­ 
ment the right to assess all national 
banks when needed to make good the 
notes of a defaulting bank, the notes of 
which would them be redeemed by the 
government. 
A tax is to be laid upon 
the bauk* to cover the expenses of the 
currency board and the balance held to 
secure redemption of notes in gold, but 
if this exceeds $10,000,000 th© surpulns 
may be covered into the treasury to cay 
interest on United States bonds and for 
general purpose*. 
This tax should be one half of one ^>er 
cent, or one per cent per anuum, as the 
oomnusriou shall ©Let. 
Power should be giv* ti to bauk a. un­ 
der permission from the currency !»*ard, 
to increase th* note issue when demand 
caused by unusual financial emergencies, 
such increase to be subject to a tax < to 
be determined from time to time bv the 
currency board) apou the notes while rn 
circulation; the tax upon the notes to be 
at a rote which would put a pressure up­ 
on the Wink* to take up the notes when 
the emergency has passed. 
Silver and subsidiary oui ti# should bt* 
redeemed in gold by the Uuited States 
government when demanded. 
These 
amount to about $ 100.000,0*>0. 
No note 
should be issued for less than fl' 0 del* f 
lure. 
National hanks should be constrained 
to exchange notes now out for new ts- 
issue by surrendering notes as they re­ 
ceive them. 
Cu#toms duties aud taxes of all kinds 
due the government should be payable 
one-third in gold aud two-thirdsin Imuk 
notes. 
This is necessary to supply the 
government with the gold required by 
it to pay intercut upon Its bouds, redeem 
silver, and for other purposes. 
The legal tender quality of gold and 
silver should remain as now provided bv 
hiw. aud they should be the ouly legal 
tender except to the extent of tw (-thirds 
of customs duties aud taxes due the gov- 
annuent which should bo payable in 
bank not es, a# above “fated 
Confer upon tho currency board power 
to regulate the issue of lunk notes from 
time to time rn lieu of the government 
currency retired, ami to authorti.e new 
bunks aud branch bunks to I*- establish­ 
ed when aud where and with such 
amounts of capital a* the board may 
deem it proper aud expedient, with 
power also to increase the amount of 
noit issue by the banks required for the 
normal conditions of business as tho 
country shall grow in population aud in 
business expansion.

The bitterness, 
however, i* very marked, particularly in 
Barcelona. 
Before the Cuban war Bar- j 
eelona, one of the great manufacturing | 
centers of Spain, prospered chiefly in its 
trade with Cuba and Manila. 
“ The war in Cuba and the Philippine 
islands has tn t off this trade. Barcelona 


p a# lost the best aud most lucrative 
market she enjoyed. Only one-third of 
the men hitherto employed in her fac- 
ories are now working and they on re­ 
duced time.

The Italian method of prefixing an a 
to a word to give it a damaging signifi­ 
cance can be employed with good effect 
in christening that wayward and de­ 
generate offspring of English known as 
slang. In its present state slanguage 
has attained to such a luxurious com­ 
pleteness that it, warrants serious treat­ 
ment. 
So copious and comprehensive 
hds it become that there is hardly a hu­ 
man want, feeling or emotion of the 
heart that cannot bo translated into the 
vernacular of tho bootblack. In study 
ing the philosophy of slang the first 
natural query is, How and why did 
originate? To the first question one 
might give, with certain modifications, 
the same answer that would be given to 
the question, Why do people swear 
The human animal, like a locomotive, 
seems to require escape valves for cee; 
sinus when there is too milch steam in 
tho boiler. When a man is overflowing 
with admiration, anger or wonder, the 
ordinary adjectives do not (or he thinks 
they do not) meet the emergency. They 
do not relieve his pent up fullness any 
more than a sip from a dewdrop would 
quench a man’s thirst. The natural map 
and the natural woman sometimes find 
relief under strong emotion in explosive 
utterances. In the case of auger the es 
cape valve expletive is an oath unless 
the man in question happens to be 
gentleman and sometimes, though very 
rarely, when lie is. 
It will thus be seen that slang, being 
of emotional ancestry, is a first eousii 
to the oath, aud both are used by thew© 
who mentally resemble the man whom 
us© of intoxicating drinks has made bibi 
forget or underestimate the attractions 
of pure water. Slang, in sooth, is 
whisky distillation of language. It is 
so strong that it may be taken only very 
rarely with impunity, and herein lie 
the chief danger in its use. Not only 
does the slanguist find ordinary English 
tame, but he ends in not being able tc 
find any English at all. 
Another fatal characteristic of slaug 
is the very one which at first secures it 
adoption—namely, its pungency. TL 
same law that makes quiet colors and 
shades wear well in the world of fabrics 
bas its counterpart in the world of 
speech. We tire very speedily of a start­ 
ling costume, in high colors, and just 
as speedily do we tire of slang, which 
is startling, high colored speech. 
Still another reason why slang can 
never gain a permanent foothold in the 
language is Its fitter lack of dignity. 
No subject eau be seriously treated in 
slanguage. Its sole function is to tickle 
by its patness or its grotesqueness. It 
reflects a fugitive iridescence ppou cur 
rent wit and humor, as like the bub 
hie catches prismastic colors, but, like 
the bubble, it vanishes even while you 
behold it. Naturally there are slang 
phrases of all degrees of goodness and 
badness, ranging from the word which 
is only a slight remove from a forcible 
but 
perfectly decorous adjective 
to 
slang of the most daring, deep dyed or 
der. At one end 'of the scale, for in­ 
stance, one might place “ fetching” aud 
at the Other eud its superlative ’’rum ." 
Again, the injunction “ play ball’’ i- 
geutie and seemly, in comparison'with 
the brusque command “ get a move on. 
Along certain lines the slanguist seems 
to revel in extravagant synonyms aud 
antonyms, especially in those express­ 
ing some infirmity in the upper story. 
The man who has “ wheels” is also 
popularly known as “ nutty, ” “ cracked” 
or “ off his trolley.” Again, if he comes 
from the country, he is “ com rain d ,” 
has *'* seed in his hair,” or his “ face 
doesn’t tit him.” “ (tall,” “ nerve,” 
‘ch«ek,” “ sand,” “ brass” and “ face'’ 
are also nearly synonymous terms for 
jualities whoso universality has made 
them a targefrfor popular satire. Equally 
prolific is the slanguist in coining 
terms for money. 
“ Dust,” “ tin,” 
“ sand,” “ rocks,” “ chink” aud “ spon­ 
dulicks” are only a few of the words 
th;* translate “ filthy lueer.” 
Two of the slung phrases now in 
gallingly frequent use are, 
“ That’s 
right,” aud “ That won’t cut mud) 
ice.” The latter, it must be confessed, 
has certain cool figurative qualities 
which g i v e it a saving color of grace 
But most of these phrases rely chiefly 
upon their condensed expressiveness, 
which is the trademark of their Amer­ 
ican manufacture. They are but one of 
the many devices of the masses to com­ 
pass a crosscut aud avoid circumlocu­ 
tional Thus “ snap” and “ cinch” arc 
time economy for a moneyed sinecure 
ami an assured competence. 
One of the surest tests of the rapid 
mortality of slang is tho extnnidy pain­ 
ful sensation pri dueed by hearing anti- 
quatoil slang phrases used—ami then 
are always people who are two or 
three or ten years behind in their usa 
of such libra.-*:*. When other people art

All of the outstanding currency obli­ 
gations, am ounting to about ♦800,00b,- 
000, to be taken up and cancelled, being 
replac' d according to business exigen­ 
cies < under the dir**etion of a currency 
board composed of the president, seer©- 
tary of the treasury and controller of 
the currency ) by 8 per cent bonds. 
There is to be but one kind of cur­ 
rency, nam ely, national bank notes re­ 
deemable in gold at the hank of issue 
and a selected bank of reserve and these 
notes are to be issued gradually to re­ 
place U nited States obligations as the 
hitter are retired,. 
The'*© uotes art* to be 
secured by a deposit of 15 per cont of 
gold iu the treasury, by IS per cent gold 
in the bank vaults and by a first lien 
upon all of the bonks assets, a f well as 
by a s p in a l provision giving the govern 
m eat the rig h t to ass. a* all national 
u » l - . w hen needed to make g»**i the 
notes of a defaulting bauk, the notes of 
w hich would than be red. , lin'd by the 
governm ent. 
A tax is to be* laid u p rn 
the banks to cover the expense* of the 
currency board and the balance held to 
secure redem ption of notes in gold, but 
if tin* exceeds 110,000.000 the s u rp lu s 
may be covered into the treasury to pay 
interest on U nited States bonds and for 
general purposes. 
This tax should be one half of one per 
rout, or one per cent per annum, as th© 
commission shall elect. 
Power should be given to bauk*, un­ 
der permission from the currency board, 
to increase the non* issue when demand 
caused by unusual financial emergencies, 
such increase to bt subject to a tax (to 
be determined from time to time by the 
currency board i upon the notes while in 
circulation; the lax upon the notes to be 
at a rate which would put a pressure up­ 
on tho banks to take up the notes when 
the emergency has passed.

Customs duties and taxes of all kinds 
due the government should be payable 
one-third in gold and two-thirds in bank 
notes. 
This is necessary to supply the 
government with the gold required by 
it to pay interest upon its bonds, redeem 
silver, and for other purposes. 
The legal tender quality of gold and 
silver should remain as now provided by 
law, aud they should be the only legal 
tender except to the extent of two-thirds 
of customs auth s and taxes due the gov­ 
ernment which should bo payable in 
bank notes, as above stated.

Confer upon the currency I ward power 
to regulate the issue of bank nob'* from 
time to time in lieu of the government 
currency retired, and to authorise new 
banks and branch banks to be establish­ 
ed w hin aud where and with such 
amounts of capital as the board may 
deem it proper and expedient, with 
power also to increase the amount of 
note issue by the banks required for the 
normal conditions of business as th© 
country shall grow in population aud in J 
business expansion.

In its present state slanguage 
has attained to such a luxurious c<4ii- 
platoners th a t it* w arrants serious trea t­ 
ment. 
So copious and com prehensive 
bds it become th a t then3 is hardly a h u ­ 
m an w ant, feeling or emotion of the 
heart th at cannot bo translated into the 
vernacular of the bootblack. 
In study­ 
ing the philosophy of slang tho first 
natural query is, How and w hy did it 
originate? To the first question one 
m ight give, w ith certain tnodifh at ions, 
the same answ er th at would Is* givi n to 
the question, Why do people swear 
The hum an anim al, like a locomotive, 
seems to require escape valves for oeea 
sinus w hen there is too m uch steam in 
the boiler. 
W hen a man is overflowing 
w ith adm iration, anger or wonder, the 
ordinary adjectives do not (or he thinks 
they do not) m eet the emergency. They 
do not rid levo his petit up fullness any 
more than a sip from a dewdrop would 
quench a m an's thirst. Tho natural map 
aud th e 'natural woman sometim es find 
relief under strong em otion in explosive 
utterances. 
In tho case of auger the es 
capo valve expletive is an oath unless 
the m an in question happens to be 
gentlem an and sometimes, though very 
rarely, when he is. 
It w ill thus be seen th at slang, being 
of em otional ancestry, is a fir*t cousii 
to the oath, aud both are used by those 
who m entally resemble the limn whom 
use of intoxicating drinks has made hifn 
forget or underestim ate the attractions 
of pure water. 
Slang, in sooth, is 
w hisky distillation of language. 
It is 
so strong th a t it may be taken only very 
rarely w ith im punity, and herein lie 
the chief danger in its use. 
N ot only 
does the slanguist find ordinary English 
tam e, but he ends in not being ablo to 
find any English at all, 
A nother fatal characteristic of slang 
is tho very one w hich at first secures its 
adoption—nam ely, its pungency. 
Tin 
same law th at makes quiet colors ami 
shades w ear well in the world of fabric* 
bas its counterpart in the world of 
speech. W e tire very speedily of a sta rt­ 
ling costume, in high colors, and just 
as speedily do we tire of slang, w hich 
is startling, high colored speech. 
S till another reason w hy slang can 
never gain a perm anent foothold in the 
language is its titter lack of dignity. 
No subject t an be seriously treated in 
slanguage. Its sole function is to tickle 
by its patness or its grotraqileuesH. 
It 
reflects a fugitive iridescence upon cur­ 
rent w it and hum or, as like the bub­ 
ble catches p rism a tic colors, but, like 
the bubble, it vanishes even w hile you 
behold it. 
N aturally there are slang 
phrases of all degfc#es of goodness aud 
badness, ranging from the word which 
is only a slight remove from a forcible 
but 
perfectly decorous adjective 
to 
slang of the most daring, deep dyed or­ 
der. 
A t one end 'of the scale, for in ­ 
stance, one m ight place “ fetching” and 
at the other end its superlative “ ru m .” 
Again, the injunction “ play b a ll” i? 
gentle and seemly, in comparison' w ith 
the brusque com mand “ get am ove on. ” 
Along certain lines the slanguist seem- 
to revel in extravagant synonyms and 
antonyms, especially in those express­ 
ing some infirm ity in the upper story. 
The man who has “ w heels” is also 
popularly known as ‘ ‘n u tty , ” “ cracked’’ 
or “ off his tro lley .” Again, if he comes 
from the country, he is “ corn raised,” 
has “ seed in his h a ir,’’ or his “ face 
doesn't tit h im .” 
“ G all,” “ nerve,” 
‘cheek,” “ sand,” “ brass” and “ face” 
are also nearly synonymous term s for 
qualities whose universality has made 
them a targ et for popular satire. Equally 
prolific is the slanguist in coining 
term s 
for 
money.

• In I a k .-s’ are univ .* I <

Two of the slang phrases now in 
gallingly frequent use are, 
“ T h at’s 
rig h t,” and “ T hat w on’t cut much 
ice.” The latter, it m ust be confessed, 
has certain cool figurative qualities 
w hich give it a saving color of grace. 
B ut most of these phrases rely chiefly 
upon their condensed expressiveness, 
w hich is tile tradem ark of their A m er­ 
ican m anufacture. 
They are but one oi 
the m any devices of the masses to com­ 
pass a crosscut aud avoid circum locu­ 
tions. 
Thus "sn a p ” and “ cinch” arc 
tim e economy for a moneyed sinecure 
and an assured competence. 
One of the surest tests of the rapid 
m ortality of slung is tho extrem ely pain­ 
ful sensation produced by hearing a n ti­ 
quated slang phrases used— aud there 
are alw ays people who are tw o or 
three or ten years behind in their use 
of such phrases.

garden.” In some place* and aa repre­ 
sented by some races he still live* 
among them. 
The natives of New Guinea climb 
like monkeys and travel for long dis­ 
tances from one tree to another without 
ilenceuding to the ground. The birds 
build little fairylike cabins on th* 
ground, but the people construct their 
houses in the top cd the tallest forest 
trees. 
First a native, having climbed 
the great trunk of tile teak or cedar or 
oak tret* he has selected, begins by cut­ 
ting off some of the branches the right 
length to support a platform of bamboo 
on which his house is to rest 
You 
would wonder how he could do anything 
with the tools he use* if you should se* 
them. Ho has no saw or steel edged ax, 
but only a sort of tomahawk made of 
stone and knives of lone or hard wood. 
When, however, he has in some way 
managed to get tho limbs of his tire© so 
cut and fashioned as to rapport hut 
house, his hardest work ta done. 
Tho house itself is soon built and is 
made of bamboo strips and thatched 
with palm leaves. 
All parts are firmly 
lashed tog* thor w ith strips of rattan 
palm, a very tough vine, used by the 
natives in place of rope*. 
It is not a 
large bouse, though it sometime* con­ 
tains several rooms, but it I* a safe and 
secure retreat for th** women aud chil­ 
dren in case of a sudden attack bf hos­ 
tile tribes. 
* 
The house is reached from the ground 
by a long ladder or inclined plane, made 
of woven vines. 
In case an enemy ap­ 
pears tin* ladder is drawn up, and th© 
man and his family and the pig are safe 
within the house. Th** elevation not 
only secures the household from wild 
beasts aud from the ants that roam the 
country, seeking w hat they may devour, 
but also from disease genus, which, like 
those of yellow fever, do not rise above 
* certain level. The breeze, too, rocks 
the house gently, like a cradle, and sets 
the fresh air info circulation, making ii 
delightfully refreshing ofter the sultry 
heats Indow. 
If you should climb the long ladder 
aud peep in at the door, yon w ill find 
the family, perhaps, all asleep or sitting 
about the floor eating yam**, cocoanuts 
and bananas and sharing th* rn with 
their pet pigs, parrots or poultry. You 
will find there no pictures toys or play­ 
things such as even the poorest children 
among us possess; no music and no 
books, no furniture in the room, not 
even a bid and no mats on the floor.
